I, Patrick Mertes, being first duly sworn on oath, deposes and stales that he is a 
Detective of the Sioux Falls Police Oepartinent and states that he is one of the officers 
in charge of the.investigation of the above-styled matter. That your Affiant makes this 
Affidavit in support of the State's Attorney’s request for a warrant for the arrest of the 
above-narried pefetidant(s), and in compliance with SDCL 23A-2-2. and states as 
follows; 


1 On January 6th, 2019 at approximately 1640 hours Offi cers with the Sioux Falls 
Police Department were dispatched to the alley behind ^^South 3"* Avenue, 
Sioux Falls, Minnehaha County, South Dakota for a male with a gunshot wound. 
A Sioux Falls Police report was made PD19-335. 


2. Upon arriv al Officers lo cated the Victim who was ideirtified as Flynn, Jeremy 
Lynn DOB^^H^H > lyins down in the alley obviously deceased. Officers 

■ observed blood coming from what appeared to be a gunshot wound to the 
Victim's back. 

3. Detectives spoke witii^^^^^^^^^^|DOB lives in the area 

of the alley, ■^stated she heard a gunshot and witnessed a V\ffiits Pickup 
driving through the alley.

5. Detectives made contact stated that on January 

8'^ 2019 the defendant came to her place of work around 1630 hours. 
state^he defendant told her he had been in an altercation with the Victim, 
^^^^^tated thede^dant told her ‘Worm (nicktiame for the Victim) wouldn’t 
be getting up*. ^^^Hstated she aske d the defe ndant what had happened, to 
which he replied he had shot the Victim. ^^^|statedthe defendant is driving 
a Whjte 2003 Ford F150 with paper dealer pfates. ^^^Hstated the deferidant 
was supposed to pick her up at her business in the area of 41’* Street and 
Minnesota Ave. 


6. On January 6***, 2019, Officers with the Sioux Falls Police Department performed 
a stop In the area of 41” Street ahd Minnesota Avenue on a White 2006 Ford 
F-|50 that was being driven fay the defendant. The F160 was towed to the Law 
Enforcement Centers East Evidence Storage Facility. 


7, During Ihe execution of a search warrant on the 2006 Ford FI 50, Your Affiant 
observed several features that made the truck unique, Your Affiant observed a 
large dent in the top of the tailgate, a missing black step on the front passenger 
running board, and a drop down hitch on the rear bumper. 



3. On January 6'\ 2019, Your Affiant interviewed the defendant at the LEC. The 
defendant stated he had met the Victim approximately one year earlier. The 
stated he had received messages from the Victim about him dating 

_The defendant stated he had received Faoebook messages from the 

Victim at around 1500 hours on January 6"', 2019 wanting to know where he was 
at. The defendant stated he exchanged a few messages with the Victim before 
blocking the Victim. The defendant stated he had not seen the Victim face to 
face in over a year. The defendant stated that on January 6"*, 2019 he had 
traveled between his residenoe and his job. According to the defendant's 
statements, he did not come with in one mile of the shooting. 


9. On January 7'*’, 2019, Detectives located numerous security cameras in a one 
block radius of the shooting. A review of the cameras from January 3'*', 2019 
. showed a Ford FI 50 with a large dent on the top of the tailgate, a missing black 
step on the front passenger running beard, and a drop hitch on the rear bumper. 

' Detectives observed the F150 drive South on 3^ Avenue before turning into the 
alley where the shooting occurred, At 1537, the F150 was observe traveling 
Northbound in the alley. The video stopped when the FI 50 is approximately 40 
yards from where the shooting occurred. At 1538 the FISO can ba seen exiting* 


the alley, Weston to M**" Street before driving out of camera view. .

each other as to how the shooting occurred. During the final account the 
defendant stated bh January 6*'’, 2019 he went to 619 S. 4*^ Avenue to meet the 
Victim. The defendant stated when he pulled into the alley he obsen/ed 
numerous people standing around. The defendant stated the Victim then 
approached the F150 and began to punch him. The defendant stated he exited 
the vehicle and began to fight with the Victim. The defendant stated the Victim 
had a silver handgun with black grips. The defendant stated they wrestled over 
the gun. The defendant stated he took the gun awayfrom the Victim after 
kneeing him in the groin. The defendant stated when the Victim was In a 
kneeling position beginning to stand up, he shot the Victim. The defendant 
stated he dropped, the gun and drove away. 

11. On January 7**’, 2019 an autopsy was performed on the Victim. The autopsy 
revealed the Victim was shot once In the chest. 

12. The all events occurred in Minnehaha County.
